MISCELLANEOUS. 


GRAND SPRING AND SUMMER 


The young gross resulting from last 


year's seeding should not be grazed till 
autumn. Two crops of hay may be 
taken from the land in the first season 
when the growth is very luxuriant. The 
first crop should be cut as early as pos- 
sible, both on account of securing a 
superior article of hay and also for the 
benefit of the future crop. Frequent 
cutting checks the stronger grasses, and 
affords the more slender growing kinds 
a better chance, while all are thus en- 
couraged to tiller out and form a good, 
close sward. It should never be for- 
gotten that many of the finer grasses, if 
allowed to s>eed, are not strictly per- 
manent on all soils, and therefore it is 
most important always to cut the hay 
before the seed is formed. Again, if 
cattle are allowed to graze after the first 
mowing, or, -'nstead of mowing, they 
will pick out certain grasses «nd clo- 
vers, leaving others, which in time seed 
or become coarser than is desirable, and 
have a very unsightly, patohj appear- 
ance. In after grass, where grazing is 
practiced, a scythe should be applied 
once or twice during the Summer to 
those patches of grass which the cattle 
leave.— Cultivator.
